Response to Amendment 
In view Applicant's Amendment received December 28, 2004, amendments to 
the title, specification, drawings and claims have been entered. Claims 1-9 and 15-17 
have been canceled as requested. Claims 10-14 are pending in this application. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: ***

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US Patent 6.505,444 to Johnson. 
Claim 10: 
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Johnson discloses a flooring installation comprising a tile support rail and 
a border disposed collinearly with said tile support rail, said tile support rail including at 
least one substantially L-shaped ledge (central L-shaped structure, Figure 3) adapted to 
run along said border, said at least one substantially L-shaped ledge being lower in 
elevation than said border, said border incorporating a raised surface (56, Figure 3) 
adapted to run along the tile support rail and at least one substantially tapered fascia 
(51 A) extension projecting beyond said at least one substantially L-shaped ledge. 
Claim 11: 

Johnson discloses at least one substaritially tapered fascia extension which 
includes on one side at least one groove connector (grooves formed between flanges 
52, Figure 3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 

Patent 6,505.444 to Johnson. 

Claim 12: 

While Johnson discloses a tapered fascia with grooves, Johnson does not 
disclose that that the groove connector is "adapted to mate with at least one tongue 
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connector on a cross-tie." However, the recitation tliat an element is "adapted to" 
perform a function is not a positive limitation and only requires the ability to so perform 
(In re Hutchinson, 69 USPQ 138). Clearly, Johnson's grooves are capable of mating 
with a tongue connector if so desired, as the groove provides a connecting space to 
engage a tongue structure. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13 and 14 are allowed.
